With this information he ob- 
tained the indictment of four men, including 
the alleged flreorand of the Chicago 
crowd, the men who is Bald te have either 
started huntreds of fires himeelf or to have 
superintended their starting. 

Then, to make the downfall of the “ arson 
trust complete, Samuel Rettenberg. an ad 
juster, who is one of the men indicted, ap- 
peared before the state's attorney and made 
a Clean breast of the trust and iis work. 
inge, adding materially te the information 
already obtained. 


More Indictments Expected Today. 

Additional evidence will be given the grand 
jury today, and more indictmente are de- 
clared assured. It was predicted that ar- 
rests will be made in New York, Cleveland, 
and several other cities in connection with 
the nation wide plots.

Five Cars of I. C Daylight spe- 
cial Jump Tracks at Mel- 
vin; Many Hurt. 


LEGISLATORS IN LIST. 


Five steel coaehes of the Chicago bound 
Illinois Central Daylight Special train 
jumped the tracks near Melvin station in 
Ford county while running at forty miles an 
hour yesterday afternoon. Although three 
of the ears rolled down the embankment 
and crashed into an ice filled ditch, no one 
was fatally injured. Railroad officials as- 
serted the steel coaches averted what might 
have béen a heavy loss of life. 

State Representative Frank Ryan, Demo- 
cratic candidate for speaker of the house, 
nerrowly escaped death and Representative 
E. D. Shurtleff also was among the many 
injured. 

The train left St. Louis at 11:32 . m. and 
was running at about forty miles an hour 
when the five coaches leaped the track and 
crashed down the embankment. Two of the 
cars were overturned. The dining car and 
the coach tmmediately in front of it re- 
mained on the tracks.

WRITES TO A LEGISLATOR. 


Confers with Garment Manufacturers 
and Women Workers. 


New York, Jan. 24—-[Special.]—Former 
President Theodore, Roosevelt spent several 
hours today in the office of the Outlook con- 
ferring with manufacturers in the white 
goods and other industries affected by the 
strike of the women workers, The confer- 
ence was preparatory to taking measures for 
bringing about a legislative investigation 
into the conditions in these traces. 

Col. Roosevelt aleo had a talk with Miss 
Gertrude Barnum, general organizer of the 
International Ladies“ Garment’ Workers’ 
union, and later in the afternoon made pub- 
lic a letter which he sent to Assemblyman 
Sehaap in reference to the proposed inquiry, 
When he left his office for the day he was 
asked if he was going to make another tour 
through the halis where the girl workers are 
meéting. He said he had probably got all 
the data he required on his visit to their 
balls on Tuesday. 


Tells Result of Inquiries. 

* had conferences today with certain 
manufacturers and others in reference to 
this matter, he added. My inquiries are 
principally in. reference to the strike of the 
kimono, wrapper, and white goods workers.” 
In his letter to Assemblyman Schaap the 
colonel says: 

“Tt seems to me that, in the.interest of the 
people, it is now imperatively necessary that 
the legisiature of the state should under- 
take a thorough investigation into the labor 
conditions of the special industries severally 
designated as white goods, wrapper and 
kimono.

‘ployere in these industries ize the 
need that the . —— shall 
ve the right to. combine into unions rec- 
ognized by the employers. 


Callas for Broad Investigation. 
This investigation should embrace all 
the conditions affecting the men and women 
in that industry, having regard to the wages, 
the earnings, the hours and conditions of 
work, drawing a sharp distinction between 
actual earnings and wage scales, and in- 
cluding contracting, sub-contracting, and 
minor swb-contracting. I submit herewith 
‘a copy of a statement of Mr. Harry A. Gor- 
don, the counsel for the employers in the 
white goods industry. 

“I emphatically dissent from the positicn 
taken by Mr. Gordon as representative of 
the manufacturers in their attitude toward 
‘trade unionism. This position ts in effect 
that taken a number of years ago by a cer- 
tain gentleman in the anthracite coal trade 
and has since been known as the vice regent 
of God" position, the position that the em- 
ployer ought to treat his employés well and 
handsomely, but should be held responsible 
only to God and his conscience for his ac- 
tions. 

“The manufacturers represented by Mr. 
Gordon express their emphatic opposition to 
the protocol or memorandum of agreement 
in the cloak, suit, and skirt industry be- 
tween the manufacturers and the union, 

signed on Sept. 2. 1910.” 

‘Continuing, Col. Roosevelt argues in sup- 
port of the protocol and of collective bargain- 
ing between associations of employers and of 
unions.

‘Frenzied Industrial Work- 
ers of the World. 


New Yorn: tan: 24 Ispecial The strike 
of hotel employés tonight resulted in serious 
rioting, during which the windows and doors 
of several of New York's most famous hotels 
and restaurants were smashed with bricks 
and stones thrown by a mob of hundreds of 
sympathizers. 

The disorders reached their climax at the 
after the theater, dinner hour. Falling to get 
inside the restaurants, the strikers turned 
to jostling the men and women who were on 
their way to dinner. Scores of fist fights 
resulted. There were panics among the 
guests at the different places. 

The most serious clash came at Sixth ave- 
nue and Forty-second street, in which a 
dozen detectives fought with their backs to 
the wall against 200 frenzied men who were 
led by Carlo Tresca, an associate in the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World of Big Bin 


“Haywood end Ettor. 


When the fight of half an hour was over 
four detectives had been injured, fifteen of 
the strikers had been bruised or knocked 
senseless, and Tresca and eight others were 
under arrest.

Barty im the evening Tresca led 500 strik- 
ing waiters, bus boys, sculiions, and other 
hotel workers fnom Bryant hall westward 
though Forty-second street. There were a 
few women among the paraders, and their 
sopranos sounded clearly in the “‘ Marseil- 
laise.”” The irreguiar column halted briefly 
in front of the Hotel Knickerbocker. Guards 
drove the band inte the street. 

The next point of attack was Shaniey’s 
restaurant, where the strikers did their best 


failed. The police hustled the column south- 
ward, but could not prevent a demonstration 
at the entrance of Louis Martin's. After 
booing Martin's the Tresca column rounded 
into Forty-first street and entered into the 
fight which resulted in their rout and the 
arrest of Ettor and the others. 


Smash Doors and Windows. 

After the theater the rioting turned to at- 
tacks on Delmonico's and the Ritz Carlton. A 
mob of singing. yelling waiters and hangers 
on. led by agents of the Industrial Workers 
of the World, smashed windows and doors in 
both restaurants and were driven away only 
after hard fighting by the police. 

A column of strikers started eastward from 
Broadway and Forty-second street at a few 
minutes past 10 o'clock, after shouting in- 
sults at Proprietor Regan of the Knicker- 
bocker. The marchers roared past the Hotel 
Manhattan, hurling bricks through the win- 
dows of the hotel cab stand. They swung 
up Madison avenue to Forty-fourth street 
and then marched to Delmonico’s, where, 
after vainly trying to draw out the waiters, 
they began to throw bricks. 

A missile crashed through a window on the 
Fifth avenue side of the restaurant and 
bricks and stones were hurled through the 
doors on the Forty-fourth street side. 

The etrikers made for the Ritz-Carlton 
next and delivered their attack on the Madi- 
son avenue entrance. Half a dozen rioters 
broke the revolving door and used jagged 
stones to break the glass and damage the 
woodwork. 

In the course of the disorder several 
strikers from vantage points outside threw 
stones and succeeded in breaking windows 
as high as the sixth floor In the Carlton 
house apartments, where Police Commis- 
sioner Waldo has rooms. Commissioner 
Waldo personally summoned police reserves 
from the nearest station house.

STORY OF NAZIM PASHA’S DEATH, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 24.—Nazim 
Pasha, the commander of the Turkish army, 
received his death wound while expostulat- 
ing with a crowd of demonstrators for hav- 
ing become embroiled in a conflict at the 
grand vizierate. The official version of the 
affray, which is termed a “ regrettable inci- 
dent.“ was issued tonight. 

When the demonstrators, it says, headed 
by Enver Bey, one of the leaders of the 
Young Turk party, penetrated the grand 
vizierate in an attempt to enter the council 
chamber, they were stopped by Fafiz Bey, 
ald de camp to the grand vizier, who, urew- 
ing his revolver, fired a shot at them. The 
aid de camp of Nazim Pasha also fired at 
the crowd, his bullet striking Mehmed Ned- 
jif, one of the demonstrators. 

The demonstrators thereupon replied and 
Nazim’s aid de camp was instantly killed. 


Upbraids Attackers; Slain. 

Nazim Pasha, who was in the council 
chamber, heard the shots and rushed out- 
side. Facing the demonstrators, he upbraid- 
ed them, calling them ill mannered curs. 
While: he was speaking a bullet - cut short 
his remarks and he felldead. A secret police 
agent and attendant of the sheik-ul-islam, 
head of the Mohammedan clergy, also were 
killed. 

The leacing unionists of Constantinople de- 
clare that the shooting of Nazim was unpre- 
meditated and much regretted, but under the 
circumstances unavoidable. They say that 
the unionists bore no III will toward Nazim, 
whose open and soldierly character made 
him respected even by his political o 
nents. 2 

The funeral of Nazim Pasha took place 
this morning. The new grand vizier and 
minister ot war, Mahmud Shefket Pasha, an 
old comrade of the dead commander in chief, 
attended. After the burial the members of 
the cabinet went to the palace and took the 
oath of allegiatice to the sultan. 


Young Turks Want Peace. 
‘Whe views held in official circles with re- 
gard to the situation between Turkey and 
the Balkan allies may be set forth as fol- 
lows: 

The Turkish government does not desire a 
resumption of hostilities. Turkey realizes its 
condition of financial perjury, but this condi- 
tion is chronic to it and means always can be 
found of keeping afloat. 

On the other hand, from a military stand- 
point, Turkey is in a better condition than 
ever to wage war with advantage. Never- 
melee the porte would prefer to avoid 
further bloodéhed if the possession of Adri- 
anmople by the allies is not insisted on. 

Official circles are confident that no coer 
cive pressure by the powers need be appre- 
hended or threats of isolated action by Rus- 
sia taken seriously owing to the possibility 
of such action bringing about European com- 
plications. Under these circumstances it is 
telt here that the allies may come to realize 
that Adrianople is not indispensable to their 
woll being, and especially when they observe 
that it ie the determination of the entire na- 
om to fight rather then to surrender the 
Holy City.

The indictments yesterday, which charge 
arson and burning to defraud, were brought 
in connection with fires at 3929 South Ash- 
land avenue, a store, and at 2202 West Thir- 
teenth street, a flat owned by Louis Gettel- 
scn. Both men appeared before the grand 
jury and told of their dealings with Clarke 
and Brown. 

Mr. Johnston refused to make public the 
names of the members of the gang other than 
Rotenberg. who confessed, but bave the 
substance of their confessions. The firs: 
confestion—supposed to have been that of 
Gettleson—was given out as follows: 

“I came to this country in 1907 and started 
in the teiloring business.

Gave Key to “Firebug.” 

“TI got a flat at 2202 West Thirteenth street 
and bought $318 worth of furniture and took 
out Insurance for $1,850. Then Harry Brown 
told me to have another key made and on 
the day of the fire I gave it to the man who 
came to my house. They called the man 

‘captain.’ He said I wae not to be there— 
that he would do the work at 8 rene that 
night. 

“The last time I saw Clarke before the 
fire, he told me a man would show me his 
card after the fire and for me to cay nothing 
but to give him my policy, I was arrested 
shortly after the fire. 

“A friend of mine, with whom I went to 

„ office, told me that the best way to 
make money was to fix a fire with Clarke, and 
when it goes into his office it ts safe—nobody 
can touch it. Rottenberg made me a propos!i- 
tion to fix up a house and have a fire some 
time afterwards, but I eaid I must see Clarke 
first. 


Chance for a Roomer. 

“Hesaid! What the difference. Tou are 
rooming there anyway and you can make 
easy a couple of hundred dollars I was 
afraid at that time and went to Clarke.

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NO BRAINS? THEN NO INSANITY 


Expert Tells Mental Hygiene Men 
Worry Unsettles Minds. 


POOR THINKER, NO WORRY, 


Every One Urged to Forget Troubles 
and Preserve Balance. 


If you are lacking in brains you need have 
no fear of becoming insane, according to 
Bverett S. Eimwood, secretary of the mental 
hygiene committee of New York, who spoke 
at the City club yesterday. 

“Persons who become insane,“ he said, 
“worry themselves into insanity, and you 
must have brains to worry. 

“Worry is the chief cause of insanity in 
the United States. If persons would not 
worry insanity would decrease 4v per cent. 
When things go wrong one should say, ‘I 
Should worry,’ and forget all about it.“ 

Other speakers were Dr. Frank P. Norbury, 
alienist of the board of administration of LiH- 
nois, and Sidney Kuh of the executive com- 
mittee of the Illinois Society for Mental 
Hygiene, — 

Talks on Preventive Measures.“ 

Dr. Norbury spoke on Preventive Meas- 
ures Against Mental Breakdown.’’ He de- 
elared hereditary diseases and worry are 
the principal causes of insanity. 

“The only way to fignt insanity is to go 
after ite causes, he seid. In only a few 
cases can it be cured so that it becomes ap- 
parent that steps will have to be made to 
prevent it. 

Mr. Kuh spoke of the work done by the 
Llinole Psycopathic institute, and declared 
that insanity can be prevented but seldom 
cured. He attacked the present methods o 
treating the insane in state institutions and 
asserted the system in vogue in Illinois is 
almost 48 bad as that used 100 years ago in 


.Burope. 

„At the present time,” he said, “ {t takes 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours to 
have an insane person committed to aninsti- 
tution where he can be given proper treat- 
ment. If a man becomes insane suddenly 
there is no place but a jail to take him. If 
his case demands instant treatment, nothing 
ean be done. 

Emergency Institution Needed. 

“ We have no institution where the proper 
treatment can be giveninafew hours. Heis 
taken to some hospital or jail where little ie 
known of the disease, until a whole lot of red 
tape Is gone through to have him sent to an 
asylum. 

“Insanity is a disease and persons af- 
flicted must not be treated as criminals. Ap 
institution where persons can be given 


treatment must be provided.“

Martin in reference to the speech of Attor- 
ney Charles Stafford for the same company.

squeals you know he’s stuck,” retorted Mr. 
Stafford. 


Aldermen and Attorney Clash.

Stafford and his law partner, Congressman 
A. J. Sabath, ae the representatives of the 
Chieago Reduction company. The congress 
man was the chairman of the Hearst-Harri-

The principal object of the session was to 
get a statement from the Chicago Reduction 
company regarding an extension of their 
present contract and to receive the proposal 
of the Turner syndicate. The committeemen 
have been considéring the garbage question 
for over a year and have considerable in- 
formation, The talk of Attorney Stafford 
did not appear to impress the aldermen. 
Finally Ald. Kearns remarked: 

Tou are not giving us the facts. We 
know how close residences are to the pro- 
posed site of the garbage plant. You say 
the houses are within three or four blocks. 
There isn't a house within a mile.” 

“T have a gentleman here to prove my 
statement,“ replied the attorney. 

No matter who you have here, the com- 
mittee members have been out there and 
have seen for themselves“ replied Ald. 
Kearns. 


Calls Extension “Impossible.” 

Mr. Stafford asserted that a six monthe’ 
extension of its contract to permit the city 
to advertiee for bids or erect a plant ie ‘‘ ab- 
solutely impossible.“ He added that the com- 
pany could not grant an extension for one 
year. He agreed to take a three years’ ex- 
tension provided the city would pay $47,500 
a year for the disposal of the garbage; or a 
five year contract for $80,000 annually. In 
addition he offered to take the city into part- 
nership, dividing the profits equally. 

The Turner company proposed to charge 
the city $15,000 a year for the disposal of 
garbage in a plant erected by the company, 
This is to be om land owned by the city and 
the plant is to be turned over to the city for 
its cost at the end of five years, the annual 
compensation to apply on the.sale price. The 
Turner-company asséerte the plant will cost 
approximately $300,000. 

The propositions of the Chicago Reduction 
company and the Turner syndicate, together 
with the bid of the IiMnols Rendering com- 
pany, were referred to Acting City Engineer 
Allen. He was asked to submit his opinion 
before next Wednesday regarding which of- 
fer he considers best and whether any of 
them should be accepted.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—King Alfonso of Spain 
is likely to pay a visit to the United States 
some time this summer. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is now considering a propogal which 
emanated from the king himself, who has 
long desired to visit America. He hag severa 
times made similar proposals which have 
‘been rejected by the government under the 
mistaken notion that the animogities created 
by the war between Spain and the United 
States are still warm. 

Since last year King Alfonso has been com- 
dating this idea and has been reinforced in 
hie opinions by the personal experiences of 
Capt. Vingens, the Spanish attaché at Lon- 
don, and another officer who visited the 
United States last summer. 

‘When Alfonso was in England in August 
he sent for Capt. Vincens and toned him 
about his trip to the United Statés. The 
king was 80 interested in the attaché’s story 
that he invited the captain to travel with him 
from London to Dover while he was on his 
way to Spain. 


Eager to Hear About U. 8. 

The Spanish king insisted upon getting 
from the attaché every minute detail in re- 
gard to the United States. He was par- 
Nicularly anxious to find out whether any 
ili feeling remained in America over the 
Spanish-American War. Capt. Vincens as- 
sured him that there was not the slightest 
‘animosity. On the contrary, he found every- 
where feelings of the utmost cordiality,

myself visited the United States as two pri- 
vate individuals. From the moment we

Invited to West Point. 

„ne commandant at West Point in his 
invitation asked me to stay a week, but 
unfortunately I was able to remain only two 
days. I have seen military academies in 
all parte of the world, but West Point is 
simply wonderful and those two days shall 
never be forgotten. Everything was shown 
to me from the kitchen to the classroom 
and the graduation hall. 

“On every side I heard expressions of de- 
light that we as Spanish officers had visited 
West Point. I believe we were the first todo 
so since the war between Spain and the 
United States. My astonishment wae great 
on discovering an American officer whom I 
encountered spoke Spanish fluently.”’

Tribute Applanded on Both 
Sides of the House. 


PRAISES HEROES OF SOUTH. 


Pleads for Memorial Building in 
Honor of the Emancipator. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D C., Jan. 24.—[Special.)—The 
conflict over the creucion of a fitting memorial 
to Abraham Lincoln became hotter today. 

Uncle Joe Cannon in the house paid a touch- 
ing tribute ta the memory of Lincoln and 
sterniy rebuked the efforis made to prosti- 
tute the memorial plan for the benefit of 
gelfish interests. His utterances were ap- 
pin üdsd on both sides of the chamber. 

The impression prevails ttrat the bill will 
have a clear majority if the filibuster against 
its consideration can be broken. 

Learning that the fight is likely to continue 
even if the measure passes, Senator Cullom 
catised the senate to substitute a joint for the 
concurrent resolution accepting the memorial 
temple plam A joint resolution ie as binding 
as a law. 

The erection of a memorial temple on the 
bank of the Potomac has the support of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Fine Arte 
commission, the Lincoln memorial commis- 
sion, and innumerable organizations. The 
opponents include advocates of the Gettys- 
burg highway, automobiliets, boosters of fed- 
eral road building, real estate speculators, 
and those who condemn the creation of any 
memoria} to Lincoln. 


Cannon Extols Great Men. 

Obdjection to permission for Mr. Cannon to 
speak came from a southern Democrat, but 
it was withdrawn. 

“T am on the Lincoln memorial commis- 
sion ahd, as a member of it, did not get my 
way entirely,” said Mr. Cannon. “I would 
have placed the memorial in the soldiers’ 
home, but the arts commission and an almost 
unanimous house and senate commission 
chose the other site. 

„It is said great pressure |g being brought 
to bear throughout the country. I will not 
eriticise that. It is the right of the Amer- 
ican citizen to promote as best he can that 
which he is in favor of, whether a mem- 
ber of congress or automobile owners or 
others ate behind him; many men of many 
minds. 

“There were four great characters in that 
great contest for the preservation of the 
union—Abraham Lincoln, Gen. Grant, Gen.

POLITICAL REFUGEES. 

Liberals may well challenge that provision 
of the immigration bill now pending in con- 
gress which excludes any immigrant denied 
a certificate of character by his home gu- 
thorities. Such a provision strikes dowa at 
one blow our traditional policy of asylum to 
political refugees. It is conceivable that 
some European governments will be glad to 
present certificates, if not free transporta- 
tion, to some political offenders. But they 


will not necessarily be the kind of men we 


welcome. The men these governments 
would deny certificates might be excellent 
material for American citizenship. If this 
proposed rule of exclusion had been opera- 
tive in the forties and fifties the American 
nation would have lost some of the best stock 
Europe has given us. 


‘EXPERIENCE IS PROFIT TO WILSON. 
When Gov. Wilson was asked in the cam- 
| paign why his ideas of trust regulation had 
not found expression in his recommendations 
to the New Jersey legislature, the reply was 
that the assembly was in control of the Re- 
publican party. There is a better reply in 
the bills which now are before the legisla- 
ture, and they are evidence that the presi- 
dent elect is a man who holds his judgment 
‘open and keeps his perceptions keen. Such 
qualities encourage the country to hope for 
much from the man who possesses them. 
Mr. Wilson shows a disposition to accept a 
fact rather than deny it, to confess an error 
rather than cover it, and this warrants the 
expectation that experience in office will 
mature Mr. Wilson in office. He is apt to 
grow and not to shrivel.

Now radi- 
cals in their ranks, copying radicalism in 
Europe, propose,that organized labor re- 
fuse to help support the army and navy.

In the winter the conditions for the spread 
of filth to other foods than water are not 
good. The few typhoid bacilli that get into 
milk are killed off before they come to the 
consumer. The few flies stay so close to the 
warm places that they do not carry infec- 
tion, at least in cold a 


But the sewers 3 their contents into 
the water supplies during the winter as well 
as during the summer. 

The consensus of opinion is that water 
is about as dangerous in cold weather as in 
warm. ‘There may be local conditions that 
modify this rule in certain cities, but it is 
true as a rule. Therefore the amount of 
winter typhoid is pretty nearly a measure 
of the habitual and customary water pol- 
lution of a given community. 

The existence of atypical winter typhoid 
is more known than the same condition as 
a summer complaint. Winter cholera and 
winter diarrhea are names by which it is 
known. When Vaughan was investigating 
typhoid at Chickamauga he found proof that 
much of the typhoid had been called diar- 
rhea, summer complaint, and similar names 
by the physicians in attendance. It is 
rather natural to ascribe diarrhea in sum- 


mer to fruit, vegetables, and other foods. 


In winter it is more apt to be recognized as 
atypical typhoid. 


— 

Winter typhoid is spread through infec- 
tion of the water. The method of preven- 
tion is either to prevent infection of the 
water or to stop the use of infected water. 
Municipal filtration will do this; so will 
treatment with hypochlorite. A proper 
household filtration will do it. However, 
individual household filtration has gener- 
ally been of little service in lowering the 
typhoid rates. Boiling the water will do it. 
Here, also, individual action has never been 
of much service. Winter typhoid is a com- 
munity disease which must be met by com- 
munity measures. 

If we could manage to stamp out winter 
typhoid the control of summer typhoid 
would come within reach. It should get on 
the same plane as smallpox. The only 
agencies left to carry it over from season 
to season would be carriers, and the num- 
ber of effective typhoid distributers is not 
large. The problem would then be about 
as difficult as the smallpox problem and no 
more 60. 

Suppose a man lives in a town with an 
infected water supply, as shown by a high 
winter typhoid rate. Whatcanhedo? Get 
vaccinated and then agitate all the harder 
for better water. As Freeman says, The 
problem remaining for solution is how to 
convince the American people that protec- 
tion from typhoid is something worth spend- 
ing money for.”

O consent has been given by Grand 

Duke Frederick Francis IV. of Meck- 

lenburg-Schwerin nor by the kaiser 

to the marriage at Dover, in Eng- 

land, last summer of Duke Henry of 

Mecklenburg- Schwerin to the soi-digant 

Comtesse de Gasquet, who was Miss Eliza- 

beth Platt of Albany, N. T., and the widow 

of Amadée de Gasquet — of New Or- 
leans. 

Despite all the statements which have ap- 
peared to the contrary in print, the union 
has not received any recognition on the part 
of either of the two sovereigns mentioned 
or of any court in Europe. 

According to the laws of the grand duchy of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, to which Duke Henry 
belongs, the consent of the sovéreign of the 
land is a sine qua non to the validity of mat- 
rimonial alliances on the part of any mem- 
bers of the reigning house. 

‘As this sanction was refused by the grand 
duke, his young kins man's marriage to an 
elderly widow—elderly enough to be his moth- 
er—has no legal value, and for this reason 
finds no place in the new 1018 issue of the 
semi-official Almanach de Gotha, which de- 
scribes Duke Henry as a bachelor. 

The consent of the kaiser was not necessary 
one way or another, for Duke Henry has 
long since been compelled to resign all his 
commissions in the German army owing to 
the financial scandals in which he had be- 
come involved. 

Had he still remained a German officer, 
even on the retired list, it would have been 
his duty to obtain permission to wed from 
the kaiser as generalissimo of the army 


— ; „ 

Thus it may be recalled that when, some 
thirty years ago, means were sought of dis- 
solving the foolish marriage in which the 
late Grand Duke of Hesse, father of the 
czarina, had allowed himself to be inveighed 
by the then Mme. de Kalomine, divorced wife 
of the Russian chargé d'affaires at Darm- 
stadt, it was finally annulled by the courts 
on the plea that the grand duke, as a general 
of the German army, had neglected to secure 
beforehand the consent of the late Emperor 
William, the generalissimo of the army, 
it being held that the old katser’s sanction 
was necessary tothe validity ofthe union. 

The lady’s protests were quieted with an 
annuity of $10,000 a year, guaranteed by the 
late Queen Victoria, mother of the grand 
duke's first wife. She was also given the Hes- 
sian title of Countess Romrod, and is now 
the wife of the Russian minister plenipoten- 
tiary at Berne, Privy N ueanonl von Bache- 
racht. 

The som to which nd gave birth, the off- 
spring of her brief union with the grand 
duke, has been brought up under the care 
and at the expense of his half-sisters, the 
czarina and the widowed Grand Duchess Ser- 
gius of Russia.

Section 1268 of the Chicago Code of 1911 requires 
that all cane and other receptacles in which 
milk or cream ig kept be eterilized with bolling 
water or live steam each time they are used, as 
soon as they are empty and before being used 
again. This ordinance is enforced by the depart- 
ment of health. 

If the complainant will send us the names of 
the dealers who have delivered milk in bottles 
which are in a filthy condition the department wWIII 
make a special investigation of the milk supply. 
The dealers will be prosecuted it it is found that 
the ordinance is not complied with. 

There is at the present time no ordinance which 
requires the use of the single service package. 
There can be no question about a paraffined paper 
package being the most sanitary receptacie in 
which milk can be delivered, but all the invesrtiga- 
tions made by this department thus far have shown 
that the cost of such packages is prohibitive at this 
time. Inder those circumstances the courts 
would probably hold that it ts umreasonable to 
require milk to be delivered in such receptacies 
as long as it is possible to thoroughly cieanse and 
sterilize glass bottles.

Boston, Mass, Jam 24.—[Specialh)—That 
the question of efficiency in the administra- 
tion of justice is the most important matter 
before the nation is the opinion of the largest 
number of members of the council of the Na- 
tional Boonomic league. Of the 635 ballots 
cast, 266 put this subject first. 

The tariff stood second and the monetary 
system third, the former being favored by 
252 and the latter by 221. 

The council has a membership of about 
1,600, representing equally, in proportion to 
population, every state in the union. In its 
membership are presidents of universities, 
professors of political economy, judges, law- 
yers, bankers, merchants, manufacturers, 

etc. The intention has been to make it in- 
elustve, so far as possible, of all classes, in- 
terests, and opinions. 

Among the members of the league’s execu- 
tive board are David Starr Jordan, president 
of Leland Stanford Jr. university; Louis D.

I do not buy my coal just the minute I need 
it. I have plenty of unused space in my wood- 
shed, and I buy the coal in the summer time, 
when the price is not so high. Whenever I n 
a load of wood I hire a horse and wagon for 
$1.50 and on same Saturday afternoon, when: 1 
am home, I drive to a department store down- 
town, where kindling wood is given free, and ob- 
tain a load of the best wood going. As a load 
of wood from a dealer costs $4.50, there alone is 
a saving of $3. : 

The laundry, too, has lost much of our trade. 
Formerly it used to cost us $3 a week. Now 
it costs us on an average 45 cents per week, 

as we send only collars and delicate goods there, 
the bulk of the work being done at home. 

Following is an itemized account of what it 
used to cost us to live and what it costs us now:

One meal in a restaurant for the two of us sel- 
dom cost us less than $1, and when one eats 
two or three meals a day it can readily be seen 
what our food bill would amount to. So we 
decided upon this plan, and have carried it out 
with success. We already possessed a small 
gas plate, which we attached to the gas jet, and 
agreed to pay the landlady for what gas we 
used in cooking, which amounted to a few cents, 
as we bought canned goods, which only re- 
quired a few minutes to warm, and they were 
then ready to be served. We bought a loaf of 
bread and a pound of butter, which would last 
us for three days. We kept fruit and cake and 
sweet milk in our room all the time, and really 
had a good, whelesome meal, thereby cutting 
the high cost of our food bill, and enjoyed our 
little home meal far more than we had our 
meals in restaurants.
